Whipped

ne of the biggest mistakes I made during 
the 55 years I edited this newspaper was 


-unintentionally running a front page story 


demanding that the authorities do something 
they had already done. I then compounded the 
error a week later by writing a story in which 
I insisted people who wrote me saying it had 
been done were wrong. ; 

The whole thing had come about because a 
man driving a Toyota Camry late one Saturday 
night in 2005 had run into the Bridgehampton 
Founders Monument on Main Street, knocking it 
askew. The driver was not hurt. The car suffered 
some damage. The Founders Monument, which 
is the 12-foot-high marble monument with the 
eagle on the top in the center of town, was 
knocked off center by six inches. 

I wrote about this. Money was _ soon 
appropriated from the State of New York. And 
there would be enough to not only slide the 
monument back to its proper position, but also 
to shine up the brass plaques that adorn it. With 
leftover money, they’d also shine up several 
cast iron historic markers in Bridgehampton 
and Water Mill. These were on six-foot poles in 
these towns. One was across from the Founders 
Monument, and noted that on this site stood 
a famous revolutionary war inn called Wick’s 


Tavern. Another was down by Sagaponack’s 
two-room schoolhouse between there and the 
Sagg General Store, and it read “On this Site 
Stood the Spider-Legged Mill Where During 
the Revolutionary War, Major John Andre, the 
British Spy, was Tied to a Post and Whipped.” 

Months earlier, I had written a_ story 
about this whipping. | noted that this sign was 
beside the sidewalk where the kids from the 
school, grades K through 8, walked to get ice 
cream cones at the Sagg Store. It was a rather 
nasty sign. Was this bit of history something 
we would want our children to read as they 
walked down that sidewalk? Also, the sidewalk 
between the school and the store was the only 
sidewalk in the entire village. Who had put it 
there, anyway? 

This article resulted in a reader calling 
to my attention the fact that the sign was 
wrong. It had not been Major John André who 
got whipped. It was a patriot, William Russell, 
who got whipped. Andre, the Englishman, was 
the whipper. 

The reader told me the correct sign had been 
stolen 10 years earlier. Five years later, the 
state made a new one made. But they got the 
whipper and whippee backwards, it seemed. 

I looked into it. Calling the state’s Department 
of Education office, | determined that indeed 
the old sign had been (Continued on next page)

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stolen. However, after it was stolen, no records 
in Albany, where it had been ordered, or at 
Catskill Castings in Bloomville, NY. where it 
had been made, could be found of exactly 
what it said. As a result, state officials came to 
Bridgehampton and asked around. This is what 
old timers told them. A patriot had whipped the 
evil Major André. 


André is described in many accounts 
as a happy-go-lucky man of 29, 
honored and proud to be fighting the 
war for his country. 


Major John André was hung during the 
Revolution. I knew that from my history studies. 
He had been a spy for the British and had 
famously received the plans from Benedict 
Arnold that would have allowed the British to 
attack and defeat the Americans at West Point. 
He was caught and hung in 1780. But all that took 
place upstate. Had he been in the Hamptons? I 
guess so. The British, after defeating George 
. Washington at the Battle of Long Island in 
August of 1776, had then required all residents 
of the island to sign a paper pledging loyalty to 
the King. Maybe André was out here whipping 
people who wouldn’t sign. 

I relayed what I knew to the state, and 
they called back to say that indeed, 
they’d found André was the whipper, not 


the whippee. And they would make a new sign. 

Two months went by. The monument was 
fixed up. The historic markers got shined up. 
And then I made this totally disastrous mistake. 
We were still waiting for the new sign. Among 
those shined up was the bad sign. What a waste 
of money, shining up a wrong sign! What was 
wrong with these people? 

Accompanying this story front page was a 
picture I took of the old sign, all shined up. Here 
it is, folks! 

The old sign, as you recall, read, “On this 
Site Stood the Spider-Legged Mill Where During 
the Revolutionary War, Major John Andre, the 
British Spy, was Tied to a Post an Whipped.” 

But when I went down to take its picture, I 
hadn’t carefully read the shined up sign. 

Two days later, I received letters from four 
people saying that the all shined up sign 
had it correct. Having failed to notice that 
this indeed was the fixed sign, I now wrote 
these four people back saying look again, this 
is still wrong. And if it’s a new sign they put in 
there, they are repeating the error and this is 
even worse! 

And I put THAT in the paper. 

I received no reply from any of these four 
people after that, but one day, | happened to 
pass the sign driving home from work, and 
guess what. This was indeed the sign with the 
correct wording the state had promised. And 
it. wasn’t shined up. It was new. After that, I 
received no further reply from anybody. I was 
an idiot. Yes, indeed. 


All of this is relevant today because, as 
Newsday reported, there is new information 
about Major John André. Letters written by him 
were found by Claire Bellerjeau, the resident 
historian in Oyster Bay’s Raynham Hall Museum, 
as she went from Toronto to the University of 
Michigan and elsewhere, that shed new light on 
Major John André. Until now, there had been no 
evidence whatsoever that Major André ever set 
foot on eastern Long Island. There was a hint 
that he did. He was, indeed, the aide de camp 
to General Clinton, who had defeated George 
Washington in the Battle of Long Island, and in 
1777 Clinton had come out east. 

Now, in these letters, written in 1779, Major 
André writes to General Clinton that he was at 
the Townsend home in Oyster Bay and refers to 
seeing Colonel John Graves Simcoe at a house 
out east, which some say was in East Hampton. 
André also drew a map, I'd read, which was 
found among these letters, noting a spot where 
there was an inn near the Shinnecock Canal. 

André is described in many accounts as a 
happy-go-lucky young man of 29, honored and 
proud to be fighting the war for his country. 
This information totally jibes with what has 
been written about him by others prior to his 
hanging, which took place in Tappan, NY in 
1780. He told jokes, loved his friends, often 
played tricks on people and was a generally all 
around good guy. 

Here’s what he did wrong. In 1780, he came up 
the Hudson aboard the British sloop Vulture and

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Rain Expected 


_A Weather Satellite Just Launched Will Change Our Lives

ere’s some rather frightening news. The 

U.S. Weather Service has successfully 
launched a huge and powerful rocket that it is 
now placing in orbit a weather-sniffing satellite 
so sophisticated that it can look down and, with 
great accuracy, describe what the upcoming 
weather is going to be right down to the minute 
everywhere in the world. 

For instance, here on eastern Long 
Island during hurricane season, we are going 
to be told exactly when a big storm is going to 
hit and where. This will replace the weather 
satellite we currently have. 

Remember the third week of October? We 
were all sent to our battle stations because a 
new hurricane that had come east to west across 
the Bahamas was going to swing clockwise on 
its axis as it approached Florida and come 
barreling up the coast, either just inland so 
it would peter out somewhere near Virginia, 
or just offshore slowly gathering strength to 
become a monster that, heading north, would 
hit KABLAM right into Westhampton Beach. 

In this community, people packed up and 
fled. Others stayed and battened things down, 
stocked up on water and batteries to wait to 
see how things would develop. In the event, 


we got a little rainsquall. North of Florida, the 
hurricane slammed inland and, as predicted, 
dwindled down to nothing before it got here. 

So let’s be clear how this is going to play 
out. When this satellite gets fired up, maybe 
next week, what we will now get is something 
absolutely positively correct. 

The eye of Hurricane Banana, now forming 
17 miles off the coast of Sierra Leone, Africa, 
will hit one mile to the west of Quogue, Long 
Island on Thursday, September 17, 2017 with 
winds of 104 miles an hour. 

This information will be sent out in a bulletin 
on September 5, 12 days before. And it will 
not change. In earlier times, we would worry 
ourselves sick that it might hit here and then 
cheer and breathe a sigh of relief when it came 
up short to hit somewhere else—now we get 
the whole story tied up with a bow in advance. 

You might say, well, this is a blessing, not 
something horrible. Leaving us on pins and 
needles for 10 days or so is really upsetting. 
Better to know for sure to be able to plan. 

On another level, we will all know well in 
advance whether or not the Dan’s Papers 
Kite Fly should be cancelled or postponed for 
another date. There will be no more gambles 
to be taken a few days before because of the 
possibility of rain, then watching as no rain fell, 


and we could have held it anyway. What the 
hell is the matter with us anyway? Now look 
what’s happened. 

Why is this horrible? Because’ the 
uncertainties of the weather. have created 
so many interesting ups and downs in our 
emotional lives that to leave it behind and 
replace it by weather as predictable as the 
changing of the traffic light is to lose something 
very precious. 

I really don’t WANT to know what, exactly, 
is coming. Isn’t it rather wonderful, for 
example, to be on a boat in a bay as people 
on the stern take their marriage vows and 
then, amazingly, there is a rainbow in the sky 
just after their wedding kiss? Isn’t it great, 
sitting in a stadium in the bottom half of the 
ninth, with two on and one out and the slugger 
comes up to possibly win the game when 
suddenly there’s this huge downpour putting 
an end to everything? 

This is the stuff of life. Knowing exactly that 
this rainbow and that downpour will happen is 
horrible. There will be no more poetry to life. 

What we will have to replace it are the exact 
details of our further sink into climate change, 
higher tides and bizarre weather patterns. Just 
have a seat along the sidelines. And no clapping 
until the show is over. && 
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fort at West Point. The British occupied the east 
side of the Hudson. The Americans occupied the 
west, with the fort on it. Two American oarsmen 
rowed out to the Vulture and rowed back to 
the American side with André. There in a field 
on the shore he met with Benedict Arnold, the 
commander of the fort at West Point, who had 
arrived sitting on one horse and holding the 
reins to another for André. They rode off into 
the woods. There, Arnold showed plans of the 
fort to André, and pointed out the weaknesses 
of the fort, which, if exploited, could result 
in the fort’s surrender. In exchange, Arnold 
was to receive 20,000 pounds (approximately 
$3.5 million). 

While they talked, however, American 
artillery fired on the Vulture, causing it to flee 


back down to New York City without André. 
André went into hiding, and later was arrested 
in Tarrytown, NY on the American side with six 
pages of these plans in his stocking. 

About to be hung, he maintained both his 
deportment and his spirits right up to the 
hangman’s noose. The day before, he had made 
a sketch of himself so others could remember 
him. He forgave everybody who’d convicted 
him. He had earlier asked American officer 
Benjamin Tallmadge, the Head of Continental 
Congress Intelligence, if what would happen to 
him was what happened to the American spy 
Nathan Hale and was told yes. Nathan Hale was 
the American spy who, when arrested by the 
British, said he regretted he only had one life to 
lose for his country. 
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“During his confinement and trial,” wrote 
the American physician James Thatcher, who 
witnessed it all, “he exhibited those proud 
and elevated sensibilities which designate 
greatness and dignity of mind. Not a murmur 
or a sigh ever escaped him, and the civilities 
and attentions bestowed on him were politely 
acknowledged.” 


Many photographs were taken, 
both at the track and along 

these back roads, and one photo- 
graph was of special interest. 


Dr. Thatcher wrote the following in Military 
Journal of the American Revolution, published 
in 1834: 

“Having left a mother and two sisters in 
England, he was heard to mention them in 
terms of the tenderest affection, and in his 
letter to Sir Henry Clinton, he recommended 
them to his particular attention. The principal 
guard officer, who was constantly in the room 
with the prisoner, relates that when the hour of 
execution was announced to him in the morning, 
he received it without emotion, and while all 
present were affected with silent gloom, he 
retained a firm countenance, with calmness 
and composure of mind. Observing his servant 
enter the room in tears, he exclaimed, ‘leave 
me till you can show yourself more manly!’ 
His breakfast, being sent to him from the table 
of General Washington, which had been done 
every day of his confinement, he partook of it as 
usual, and having shaved and dressed himself, 
he placed his hat upon the table, and cheerfully 
said to the guard officers, “I am ready at any 
moment, gentlemen, to wait on you.” 

Then they hung him. 

This didn’t sound like anybody who might 
have tied William Russell to the Spider—Legged 
Mill in Bridgehampton to whip him. 

And now there was this: This past September, 
Dan’s Papers joined the Bridgehampton 
Museum as the main presenter of the 
Bridgehampton Road Rally & Tour d’Hamptons. 
At this event, a parade of some 40 historic 
motorcars were driven through the streets 
of the town to celebrate Bridgehampton’s 
motor racing heritage. For many years, 
crowds came to town to watch racing cars not 
only drive through the back roads, but also 
around the Bridgehampton Race Circuit north 
of town at speeds approaching 200 miles an 
hour. Drivers such as Jackie Stewart, Sterling 
Moss and Bruce McLaren battled it out at 
races here. 

Many photographs were taken both at the 
track and along these back roads, and at this 
year’s Road Rally; one old photograph was 
available to be seen at the museum that was 
of special interest. It was taken in 1951, and 
in it cars race past crowds along Sagaponack 
Road and Ocean Road and at one point 
pass a historic sign near the Sagaponack 
School that tells a bit of the story of the 
Revolutionary War. 

It reads “Site of Spider Legged Mill at 
which Major Cochrane tied William Russel 
during the Revolution and on him whipped 
until bloodied.” @&

MAKING NEW YORK GREAT AGAIN 

If you haven’t seen it in person, I am sure 
you've seen it on TV—the scene on Fifth 
Avenue around 53rd Street where, amid 
Cartier and Bloomingdales, with the soldiers 
standing around wearing helmets and visors 
and machine guns protecting Trump Tower and 
President-elect Donald Trump, high up in the 
penthouse, from potential harm. Day by day, 
a parade of old, conservative, white Christian 
men determinedly stride in and go up the 
elevator to find their niche in Donald Trump’s 
burgeoning Make America Great Again effort. 

I'd like to think that all this might have been 
different if Mr. Trump, two years ago, had been 
persuaded to exert his efforts not on Making 
America Great again, but making New York 
Great Again. 

] am talking sports here. Way back when, the 
sports teams in New York City were seriously 
to be reckoned with. We had Joe Namath of 
the New York Jets. We had Babe Ruth and Joe 
DiMaggio and Mickey Mantle of the New York 
Yankees. We had Jackie Robinson and Duke 
Snider of the Brooklyn Dodgers and Willie Mays 
of the New York Giants. 

The country trembled when New York 
City’s teams came to town. We won literally 
dozens of championships. 

Just look at how far we have fallen. In 
football, the New York Jets, with journeyman 
quarterback Ryan Fitzpatrick stuttering along, 


are in last place in the American Conference, 
with Fitzpatrick at the bottom of the quarterback 
rankings. In the National Conference, the New 
York Giants are having an okay season so far, 
with aging quarterback Eli Manning still holding 
the reins, but they haven’t even made the 
playoffs since 2011. 

Basketball is a disaster. The New York Knicks 
are a joke. The Brooklyn Nets are even worse. 
In hockey, the New York Islanders lose game 
after game. There are eight teams in their NHL 
conference. They bring up the rear. 

And don’t even go near baseball. The Cy Young 
Award for the best pitcher in the American and 
National Leagues was just announced, and no 
New Yorker won. The best Yankees pitcher, 
Masahiro Tanaka, of whom so much was 
expected, didn’t make the top seven. And the 
Mets’ best pitcher, Noah Syndergaard, came in 
eighth in the other league. Neither the Yankees 
or the Mets have won a World Series in years, 
and this year the Yankees didn’t make the 
playoffs and the Mets only barely did, coming in 
hanging on by their fingernails only to be swept 
away in a single game after the regular season 
was Over. 

George Steinbrenner, for all of his problems, 
at least got the team World Series wins during 
his time. Before that there were Casey Stengel 
and Branch Rickey. The Mets are currently 
owned by the Wilpons, shopping center kings 
who got scammed out of their money by Bernie 
Madoff and have barely scraped up enough 
dough to finance the Mets for years. They hire 


players, great talents, who start out with high 
hopes but then all get injured quickly. What is 
going on with this? It goes on year after year 
with the Mets, and no other team. Is this a fix? 

A Russian now owns the Brooklyn Nets. The 
head of a cable TV company owns the Knicks. 
Unable to compete with the teams not from 
New York, both the Mets and the Nets are 
now trying stunts. This past month, football 
player Tim Tebow ventured into baseball 
and was signed by the Mets and is currently 
batting .197 in a minor league. Jeremy Lin, a 
sensation eight years ago playing basketball 
with the Knicks, was sent off after just.one year 
and, after stints with four other teams is back, 
but in Brooklyn with a knee problem and not as 
much flair. : 

New York City, now so humbled, doesn’t 
deserve this. And if we could only have gotten 
Donald Trump focused on this sorry situation 
with the sports teams in this city two years 
ago, New York would be great again and we’d 
probably not have men with machine guns 
standing out front of Trump Tower, waiting for 
a Muslim or a Hispanic to act up. 

We just missed the boat. 


RECOUNT IN WASHINGTON 
A recount vote took place in the State 
of Washington that is eerily similar to the one 
now requested in the current vote for President 
in 2016. 
The year was 2004 and the sitting Democratic 
governor, Gary Locke, (Continued on next page) 
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was not running for re-election. Instead, one | 
of his high officials, a woman named Christine 


Gregoire, was on the ballot. Running against 
her was prominent and wealthy Dino Rossi, a 
conservative Republican who had been active 
in the real estate business. 

In the polls leading up to Election Day, 
Gregoire was well ahead, _ challenging 
Rossi on the true nature of his positions. Rossi 
was against Roe v. Wade and gay rights and 
said Creationism should be taught in public 
schools, and yet, to defeat Gregoire he had to 
appeal to Democrats unhappy with the Locke 
administration. And so he espoused some usual 
Democratic positions and Gregoire kept calling 
him out. She said just look at his record. He was 
a wolf in sheep’s clothing. 

Nevertheless, Rossi closed the gap. At one 
point after he attacked the sitting governor and 
several prior governors for not doing much, 
Gregoire made a serious mistake. She said it was 
indeed true that it was time for a change. Also, 
during the campaign, Rossi brought up that 
when Gregoire was State Attorney General, her 
department had failed to file a timely appeal ona 
$17.8 million personal injury award 
decision against the state.

2,800,000 votes were counted (about 
the same amount as in Wisconsin during 


this past Presidential election) Dino 
Rossi was declared the winner by a slender

machine recount, and so one was done. 

In the recount, Rossi won again, but this time 
by a lesser margin of only 42 votes. During the 
recount, workers found 162 untallied ballots in 
a tray in a warehouse. In another county, more 
ballots were discovered, but it was noticed 
that none had any voters whose last names 
began with the letters A, B or.C. And in still 
another county 12 ballots were discovered in a 
precinct storage facility. Then a county council 
chairman, a Democrat, discovered that although 
he had voted, his personal vote had never been 
counted. Looking into it, he found that they 
had his vote, and they had his signature on his 
absentee ballot, but when they went to check 
whether his signature matched the signature

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registration signature in the computer system, 
so the vote was never counted. After that, 
hundreds of other voters were found to have 
suffered similar fates of “administrative error.” 

With that, the Democrats demanded a hand 
recount. Further tussles occurred in court, 
but when the smoke cleared in late December, 
Christine Gregoire had won the election by just 
8 votes, and then when more results came in it 


|. was 10 votes and, finally, 129 votes. Her election 


was certified on December 31, 2004. 

And yet, the Republicans made one last try. 
They went to court in May of 2005, in part 
insisting they had found cases in some of the 
counties where dead people had voted and 
convicted felons had voted. But when it was. 
shown, among other points, that almost all the 
convicted felons who had voted were convicted 
as minors and were thus allowed to vote and, 
furthermore, since most of these felons voted 
in counties that went for Rossi, the court ruled 
against the Republicans and they gave up. 

Gregoire officially got 1,373,361 votes and 
Rossi got 1,373,228 votes. Gregoire was sworn 
in on January 12, 2005. Her opponent, however, 
did not concede the election until June 6, 2006 
when the business about the felons and dead 
people and other issues might have gone up 
to the Washington State Supreme Court and 
Rossi’s people just said forget it. Four years 
later, Rossi challenged Gregoire again, and this 
time she trounced him.

What inspired this piece? 

The original painting was completed in 1992, 
around the time of the war in Iraq. | was inspired 
by the number of yellow ribbons tied around 
trees by families who had loved ones serving. 
The folded American flag draped over the chair, 
along with the yellow ribbon, symbolized the 
modern day patriotism and daily sacrifices 
these families were making, as well as their 
hope and anticipation that servicemen and 
women would return home safely. | thought the 
name, “Waiting,” appropriate to describe the 
daily feelings of individuals serving our country 
as well as their family members back home. 


There’s a_ definite rural feel to your 
work. Where are some places you find 
that inspiration? 

I was born and raised in a small rural town 


in Central Pennsylvania. I grew up 
viewing images of farmlands and a 
simple way of life. I constantly look 
for images and places that remind 
me of this rural way of life, of a 
time gone by. My paintings depict 
locations from Pennsylvania, 
upstate New York and Maine. 


Is there an artist who you think is 
under-appreciated, and who our 
readers should absolutely know? 

Pm a big Andrew Wyeth fan. I 
enjoy how he incorporates simple 
everyday things into creative 
masterpieces. I also enjoy the work 
of his son Jamie Wyeth. His portraits are not 
only realistically painted, but they also convey 
a mystical story of the subject. Another person 
who I truly admire is realistic wildlife artist 
Robert Bateman. In my opinion, all three artists 
capture the quiet beauty in nature that many 
people take for granted. 

Your wife Linda is also an artist. Do 
you collaborate? 

Yes. We share a website and a studio 
workspace in our home. Since we met in college, 
I have always marveled at her talent, creativity 
and hard work. It’s contagious, and these traits 
have pushed me to be creative. We constantly 
bounce ideas off each other in terms of 
subject matter, color and composition for art 
paintings. My latest endeavor is creating unique 


furniture, specifically tables. In 
September 2014, I enrolled in a 
“Customer-in Residency Program” 
with the Thomas Moser Furniture 
Company in Maine. I’ve been 
creating interesting tabletops 
by combining various types of 
hardwoods in unique patterns 
and designs. These tabletops are 
then attached to metal bases/ 
legs to create a new “up-cycled” 
contemporary table. My wife and 
I collaborate on _ everything 
from the type of metal bases 
to purchase, to the designs of 
the tabletops. She excels at 
staging the finished products. 


Do you have any advice for aspiring artists? 

I remember reading a quote that said 
something like, “Think of all the things you 
would have attempted, if you knew you wouldn't 
fail.” My advice is to give it a try. Many times | 
learn more from a mistake. 


Where can we see your work up close?

My work 
is always on display by appointment in my

How the Big Duck Saved Christmas

n Sunday, December 4, check out How the 

Big Duck Saved Christmas, the “true story,” as 
told by Santa Clause, of how the East End’s own Big 
Duck saved Christmas from a group of french-fry 
loving elves. 

Directed by Cindy Clifford and written by Dan 
Binderman, How the Big Duck Saved Christmas 
features illustrations by Frosty the Snowman animator 
Don Duga. 

In addition, Duga taught animation at the School 
of Visual Arts in Manhattan for over 40 years, and 
has lived in Riverhead since 1980. “When I lived in 
Greenwich Village, friends of mine were staying out 
here on the North Fork,” Duga told Dan’s Papers in 
2013. “I went with them and | fell in love.” 

Duga has produced educational children’s 
programs for shows such as Sesame Street 
and animated films for Nickelodeon, NBC, SONY 
and AT&T. 

How the Big Duck Saved Christmas’s writer Dan 
Binderman wouldn’t tell us much about how the Big 
Duck saves Christmas. But Binderman did explain 
that Flanders’ iconic landmark “swims fast,” and, 
being that he’s so large, “can carry many presents.” 

Musical numbers include “How the Big Duck Saved 
Christmas” and “Who Needs a Duck. This Big?,” 
both by Binderman, and “The Best French Fries in 
the World Come from Canada” by Sag Harbor’s 
Dan Koontz. 


“This brand new and totally original holiday 
story is a charming combination of part play and 
part live storybook,” says Clifford, the show’s 
director. “With the charming illustrations by Don 
Duga as a backdrop, and read by Santa himself, 
the Bug Duck’s story is as much fun as Christmas 
morning.” 

The actual Big Duck was built in 1931 by duck 
farmer Martin Maurer in nearby Riverhead, and 
used as a farmstand to sell ducks and duck eggs. 
The structure’s locale has changed a few times 
over the years. In 1988, it was moved from Flanders 
to Hampton Bays along Route 24 at the entrance 
of Sears-Bellow County Park. It was added to the 
National Register of Historic Places in 1997. In 
2007 the Big Duck was moved four miles, back to its 
original spot, surrounded by Big Duck Ranch, which 
was listed on the National Register of Historic Places 
in 2008. 

After the show’s. performance, Duga will be 
doing sketches of children and leading a Frosty the 
Snowman-inspired parade. “It’s something I do every 
holiday season,” he says. “The kids love it.” 

Binderman has been the General and Artistic 
Director of the Suffolk Theater since 2014. This 
art deco gem reopened in 2013, after a five-year 
restoration. As he says about bringing the duck to 
the theater, “It’s been too long that this story has 
been kept from the East End.” “Everyone will learn 
the true tale of how our own beloved duck saved the 
holidays for the entire world.” gL

Sweet Wine Jelly, Wine Whipped Cream 
and Grapes on the Vine 
Gelée au Vin Doux, Chantilly au Vin, Petites 
Grappes de Raisins 
Serves 6 


I make this with Muscat de Beaumes-de-Venise, 
the sweet dessert wine from the Rhone Valley in 
France, but any good sweet dessert wine works. 
You can also easily substitute red or rosé for the 
white wine. If you do, taste as you go because 
you will need to add more sugar. During the 
holidays, try flavoring it with mulled wine spices.

6 cups plus 7 tablespoons sweet dessert wine, 
divided 

2 tablespoons granulated sugar 

3 34 packets powdered gelatin 

1 2 cups whipping cream, chilled 

3 tablespoons confectioner’s sugar 

1A teaspoon pure vanilla extract 

6 small branches seedless red or green grapes 
on the vine, plus 

12 individual grapes

Bring 5 cups plus 6 tablespoons wine and the _ Jellies are a beautiful idea for holiday gift-giving 


granulated sugar to a boil. 

Pour 1 cup of the remaining wine into a large 
shallow bowl and sprinkle all of the gelatin 
over the top, mixing once with a fork so it is all 
coated. Leave the gelatin to absorb the liquid for 
2 minutes. 

Add the dissolved gelatin to the boiling wine 
and whisk; cook for 1 minute, until the gelatin is 
melted. Pour into a large heatproof bowl for the 
mixture to cool down enough to pour into the 
glasses. Then divide between the glasses. Cover 
and refrigerate for 3 hours, until firm. 

Whip the cream until soft peaks form. Add 
confectioner’s sugar, vanilla, and remaining 1 
tablespoon wine and beat again until the cream 
regains shape and is mounding in soft peaks. 

Place 2 grapes on the center of each 
jelly. Spoon the whipped cream in gentle 
mounds over the top of the grapes to hide them 
and either hang a branch of fresh grapes on the 
rim of each glass or serve them on the side on 
a plate. 


Tip 
You can chill the jelly in one large shaped 
mold instead of the individual verrines. If you do, 
pour a little vegetable oil on a paper towel and 
lightly grease the interior to make it easy for the 
jelly to'slip out. &&
